Freshmen—-The next few para- 
graphs concern you. Nanci 
Pierce, the coordinator of elec- 
tions, has requested that 1 in- 
clude in this column a bief ex- 
planation of our election system. 
It is a system different from 
what you are probably accus- 
tomed to, but it is certainly one 
of the best elections systems in 
operation today. 

We use a preferential system. 


This means that you vote for 
candidates in order of your 
choice, putting the number one 
after your first choice, two after 
your second choice, etc. The bal- 
lots are then tallied, but only 
the number one vcte on each bel- 
lot is counted. If a candidate has 
a majority (one vote more than 
half) of the votes cast he is de- 
clared winner, If no candidate 
has a majority the preferential 
pert of the system comes into 
play. A person with the least 
number of first choice votes is 
eliminated from contention, but 
his votes are not. They are re- 
distributed among the other can- 
Gidates on the basis of the num- 
ber two choice indicated on each 


ballot. * 

In effect, all that happens is 
we bave a run-off election with- 
out an additional balloting. The 
candidate with the lowest num- 
ber of votes is eliminated, and 
those who voted for him are 
allowed to vote for someone else. 
This procedure of reapportioning 
votes is continued until someone 
has a majority. 

Such an election system has 
many advantages—-mainly it pre- 
vents a candidate from being 
elected without a majority and it 
prevents a candidate from riding 
to victory on a vote split be- 
tween two popular candidates. 

If you are confused by all this 
talk of numbering and reappor- 
tioning, get someone to illustrate 
the system, but most important, 
when you vote today is to re- 
member to number the candi- 
dates in the order of your choice.

He didn't play 
much against Sacramento and none against Humboldt. 

But Chico om the other hand has two little all coast 
players in Pete Sieber, tackle, and Ernie Matlock, fullback. 
The Wildcats lost only Willie Misquez and Fred George, 
guards, from last years championship team. 

All of this helps show how the Far Western Conference 
is improving. It seems hard to believe that Chico State has 
regressed that much. The only other alternative is that 
the rest of the conference has improved. 

Conference teams have won six, lost six and tied one 
to teams out of the conference. Four of the lossees were to 
such powerful teams as Cel Poly, San Diego State, Idaho 
State, and the University of Hawaii. San Francisco plays 
the toughest schedule, facing the likes of Cal Poly, San 
Diego State, and Fresno State. 

Spectators at Sacramento State’s game have viewed 
the most improved team in the most improved conference. 
The Hornets gave both Humboldt State and Cal Aggies a 
run for. their money. Many people have stated that they 
feel the Aggies and the lumberjacks are the best in the 
conference. 

If so the Hornets should have smooth sailing from 
here on in. But the Hornets have had a lot of breaks going 
their way in the last two games. 

Next weeks game should be a breather for the Hornets 
but it is hard to tell about service teams. A team of pros 
could get shipped ir during the week. But herin lies their 
weakness. The unstability of the personnel makes team- 
work, the backbone of all successful teams, hard to find. 

There are no conference games on tap this weekend. 
San Francisco State should bow to Fresno State, Nevada 
should beat Los Angeles State in a close game, Humboldt 
State should wallop Western Washington. Chico State 
should bow to Lewis and Clark, and Cal Aggies should beat 
Santa Barbara. The best bet for an upset is the Chico 
game, The Wildcats should be looking for revenge for the 
trouncing they received last year from the powerful 
Exployers. 

Jim Vitti, Sacramento State College director of intra- 
murals, should be commended on the wey he has started an 
intramural program. His handling of the program has added 
enjoyment to many who wish to participate in sthletics 
but for diversified reasons cannot. 

Some have to work and others simply don’t have the 
talent for intercollegiate athletics. These can find pleasure 
in the intramural program. Last year there were five teams 
in the touch football, This year there are ten. 

There are some teams such as the Hotshots which have 
several capable athletes. As in all colleges some of the best 
athletes aren’t out for intercolligate athietics. 

Vitti, with his two assistants, Bill Snelson and Bill 
Hickey have planned for competition in basketbaii, soft- 
ball, voHey ball, and possibly cthers. 

Students might enjoy watching some of the games this 
year. ‘The new fields in back of the gymnasium are more ac- 
cessable than the ones used last year. It wouldn’t be a bad 
place to eat your lunch. 

It would be fine for more clubs to enter teams. In- 
dividuals may also get a team together and enter. It might 

pay to start organizing a team for basketball.

A determined California Aggie 
defense staved off a threatening 
Secramento Siate College fourth 
period rally to narrowly squeeze 
by the Hornets, 33-26, last Satur- 
day night in Grant stadium. The 
game witnessed by 3848 spec- 
tators was SSC’s annual Home- 
coming affair. 

The high flying Hornets 
bounced back for two fourth 
quarter tallies, and then captured 
an on-side kick on the Aggie 
35 yard line with 1:45 remaining 
but were halted in four plays. 

The visitors from Davis pushed 
across 20 points in the second 
stanza to give them a comfortable 
26.13 halftime lead. They were 
on top 33-13 starting the Green 
and Gold's-strong fourth period. 
SSC led at the efi of the first 
quarter, 76. 

The Aggies opened the high 
scoring contest when quarterback 
Haase took a Hornet punt and 
returned it 80 yards behind out- 
standing dewnficld blocking with 
4:40 left in the initial period. 

SSC came right back by tak- 
ing the ensuing kick off and 
marching 71 yards in seven plays, 
with Eaton's five yard aerial to 
Rod Hamilton good for the score. 
End Fred Moeller converted to 
give the Hronets a 74 lead. 

The Aggie’s running game took 
it’s toll in the second quarter 
as they broke Cagle loose around 
His own right end for 4 and 
the tally. Haase made it 13-7 
with the kick. 

Following a SSC punt, the 
Davis gridders moved 52 yards 
in eight piays with halfpack Mel 
Voos pounding home from the 
three. 

The Hornet’s received the kick 
off and proceeded to stage a 65 
yard push requiring eight plays. 
It was climexed by seven yard 
Riolo peas to Dan Chamberlain 
for the TD.

Council Passes Policies 
With Several Revisions 


Student Council Wednesday 
approved several revisions, dele- 
tions and additions to the policies 
of the Associated Students. 

The main revisions came in 
sections dealing with athletic 
participation and Block S awards. 

Under the revised policies in 
order to letter in tennis or golf, 
a student must take part in one- 
half of the regularly scheduled 
matches of the regular varsity 
season, less one match. Under 
the former by laws, an average 
of two points for all meets or 
participation in the conference 
championships was required. 

A section for award require- 
ments in boxing was also added. 
However, after considerable dis- 
cussion the board desired to have 
this section subject to review by 
the board of athletic control. 

The boxing requirements stated 
that if an athlete participated in 
one dual meet or tournament, he 
would be eligible for a letter. 

As Dr. Don W. Bailey, Dean 
of Students, pointed out, “By tak- 
ing one beating, a man could win 
a letter.” 

In the article concerning the 
publications board, it was decided 


to add the chairman of the di- 
vision of Humanities and Fine 
arts as an ex-officio non-voting 
member. 

An additional section stating 
that the chairman should be 
elected by the voting member- 
ship of the board was also ap- 
proved. This had been the case 
in the past but the actual writ- 
ten provision had never been 
made, 

New hours for the student 
lounge were set by the Council. 
The lounge will be open from 8 
a.m. ta 5 p.m. instead of 7:30 
a.m. to 7 p.m. as previously an- 
nounced. 

The lounge was also subject 
of anothér revision when dancing 
was forbidden duc to the nature 
of the furnishing. Any organiza- 
tion using the lounge and mov- 
ing the furniture must restore it 
to its original order. 

Additional revisions and recom- 
mendations will be considered at 
next Monday’s meeting.
